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W ash in g ton, November 15th.—The an­ 
nual report of General Sherman to the Sec­ 
retary of W ar is given to the public to day. 
After calling attention to the various subor­ 
dinate reports, Sherman says: 


HOBS TROOPS NEEDED. 


I agree with Sheridan that the army is too 
small in enlisted men to fulfill the duties 
now imposed on it, and is overworked. 
I 
therefore renew my recommendation of last 
year, that Congress be asked to give 25,000 
enlisted men, specifically to the corps of the 
line army, to make separate provision for 
detachments of advance men, engineers’ bat­ 
talion, hospital stewards, commissary ser­ 
geants, the West Point detachment, de­ 
tailed clerks, etc., in the same manner os 
has already been done for the Signal Corps. 
In this connection, I will venture to call jour 
attention to the fact that the Revised Stat­ 
ute, edition of 1878, Section 1115, defining 
the organization of the army, limits its 
strength to not more than 30,000 enlisted 
m en; but subsequent appropriation bills, 
by proviso, have limited the expenditures 
to 25,000 enlisted men. 
Still the legal 
strength is 30,000 enlisted men, and that 
number is the least possible at which we can 
maintain the present organization of forty 
regiments in anything like good order, disci­ 
pline and economy, and I infer that this end 
can be reached by omitting this proviso in 
the next appropriation bill. 
Prosperous 
times and the easy financial condition of the 
treasury may now enable Congress to pro­ 
vide suitable armaments for the forts which 
guard the chief harbors of the country. 


THE PACIFIC BAILB0AD8— UNNECESSARY MIL­ 


ITA R ! POSTS. 
Speaking of the Northern Pacific, Union 
Pacific and Southern Pacific Railroads, Gen­ 
eral Sherman says: These railroads have 
completely revolutionized onr country in the 
past few years, and impose on the military 
an entire change of policy. Hitherto we 
have been compelled to maintain small posts 
along 
the 
wagon 
and stage 
routes of 
travel. 
These 
are 
no 
longer 
needed, 
because 
no 
longer used, and the set­ 
tlements which grow up 
speedily along 
the new railroads afford the security necea- 
sary, and the regular stations built for stor­ 
age at convenient distances afford shelter 
for military stores, and for the men when 
operating in the neighborhood. We should 
now absolutely abandon many of the smaller 
posts hitherto uecessary, and concentrate at 
strategic points, generally near the natural 
frontier or where the railroads intersect, so as 
to sendout detachments promptly to districts 
where needed, CoDgress alone has power to 
dispose of the property of the United States, 
and we, the military, find curaelves possessed 
of lands and houses obtained in early times, 
which demand occupation f&r preservation, 
and I earnestly recommend that provision be 
made by law for the sale of Buch abandoned 
military posts and outbuildings as is found to 
be necessary, with the right to apply the pro­ 
ceeds of the sale toother places—the property 
of the United States. 
Sherman specifies 
I*iBts in Kansas, New Mexico and Arizona, 
and also Forte Kengh and Custer, on the Yel­ 
lowstone, built only four years ago, and ex­ 
presses the opinion that in a very short time 
they will become commercial towns rather 
than military posts. 
In my judgment the 
time has come for the military authorities to 
select suitable strategic points for permanent 
occupation and improvement, whence detach­ 
ments can be sent out for special service. As 
long as we possess and must care tor the 
small p ssts, it is impossible to abandon them 
to waste, and we are forced to hold them ; 
but if Congress will delegate to the President, 
Secretary of W ar and Board of Officers the 
right to sell these posts and appropriate the 
proceeds of the sale to strategic points, I am 
certain it will result in great economy, and 
enable us to maintain large garrisons, with 
increased discipline and better service. 


SEA COAST DEFENSES. 
For similar reasons, and because the com­ 
merce of the world is carried on in ships of 
3,000 tons and over, and because of the 
heavy draft of war vessels, most of our sea- 
coast defenses are superfluous. We now have 
50,000,000 of people, and the idea of any 
hostile force landing on our coasts is pre­ 
posterous ; yet our great commercial portH 
should be made so safe that even an appre­ 
hension of danger would not be feit. Port­ 
land, Boston, Newport, New York, Phila­ 
delphia, Hampton Roads, Port Royal, Key 
West, Pensacola, San Diego, San Francisco 
and Port Townsend, should all be properly 
fortified and garrisoned. All minor forts 
should be sold or abandoned. An annual ap­ 
propriation of SI,000,000 would in a few 
years put those forts in good order, and an­ 
other §1,000,000 a year would properly arm 
them, and the Secretary of W ar and Presi­ 
dent should have discretion in the disburse­ 
ment of this money. 
Artillery officers should 
be associated with engineers in constructing, 
altering or repairing the sea-coast defenses, 
because the men who have to fight these bat­ 
teries should have something to do in their 
construction. 


A GOOD WORD FOR WEST POINT. 
Referring to the reports of Schofield and 
Colonel Getty relative to West Point and the 
artillery school at Fortress Monroe, General 
Sherman says : In my judgment both these 
institutions are in as good order as possible, 
and both are an honor to the country. 
Edu­ 
cation must always be the surest basis of our 
national security and houor. 
The education 
and manly training imparted to the young 
men at West Point has repaid the United 
States a thousand times its cost, and has 
more than verified the predictions of General 
Washington. 
From time to time-periodical 
complaints have arisen to its prejudice, such 
as the on9 which occurred last year in regard 
to the colored cadet. W hittaker, though a 
patient and close investigation, in the midst 
of a tumult of abuse, resulted in a perfect 
vindication 
of 
the 
authorities 
of that 
Academy. Every cadet at West Poir.t is 
an appointee of a member of Congress, 
each member baring a cadet of his own 
Lominatiou there, with only ten appointed 
by the President at large. The corps of 
cadets is theref ire a youthful counterpart 
of onr national House of Representatives. 
The same regulations, the same instruction, 
books, clothing and food are common to all, 
and a more democratic body never existed oa 
earth than is the corps of cadets, The prej­ 


udice of race is the most difficult to contend 
against of any in this world. There is no 
more such prejudice at W est Point than in 
the country at large, and the predelict of 
equality at West Point is in advance of the 
rest of the country. The authorities at 
the 
Academy 
have 
no 
voice in the 
selection of candidates, and must receive, 
train and educate such as are sent there, re­ 
gardless of nationality, color or previous con­ 
dition. 
To discriminate in favor of a colored 
boy by reason of his color is as much a viola' 
tion of the fourteenth amendment to the 
Constitution as to discriminate against him, 
perfect impartiality being the rule, and that 
I believe the authorities at West Point have 
endeavored to follow. 
In this connection I 
desire to state that in my judgment the re­ 
quirement that all enlisted men of the Ninth 
and Tenth Cavaly and Twenty-fourth and 
Twenty-fifth Infantry shall be colored men, 
whilst the officers are white, is not consistent 
with the amendment to the Constitution re­ 
ferred to. 
All men should be enlisted who 
are qualified, and assigned to regiments 
regardless of color or previous condition. 
Such has been the law and usage in the navy 
for years, and the army would soon grow ac­ 
customed to it. 
No body of men on earth 
has more reverence for the Constitution and 
laws than the army, and I pledge my own 
and the good faith of all in the service to en­ 
force faithfully every part of the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States and every law made 
in pnrsuance thereof. 
General Schofield is 
abundantly able to enforce the laws and regu­ 
lations of the Academy. 


THE FORTRESS MONROE SCHOOL. 
Education at Fortress Monroe, under the 
supervision of Colonel Getty, is purely pro­ 
fessional, and limited chiefly to the artillery 
arm of the service. This education can­ 
not 
be 
found 
iu 
another 
college in 
America, and is valuable because the use 
of artillery is limited to war on a large 
scale, and it cannot be learned in our Indian 
war3 or in common life. 
When necessity 
arises for artillery officers, as in our Mexican 
war, and also our civil war, it is sudden and 
immediate. This school costs nothing but 
ordinary garrison expenses. 
I still desire to 
establish a similar school for infantry and 
cavalry at Leavenworth as soon as the condi­ 
tion of Indian affairs will admit of the re­ 
lease of some good infantry regiments from 
the distant frontier, which I hope will occur 
within the next year. 
THE ARMT COMMENDED. 
In conclusion, I beg to state that the entire 
army is, in my opinion, as patriotic, as pa­ 
tient, as willing to encounter danger and 
hard service as at any former period in our 
history. 
The rapid extension of railroads 
and mails has much improved the general 
condition and contentment of officers and 
men, and they 6imply suffer the usual fate of 
peace in slow promotion and the apprehen­ 
sion of changes which never come. 
The 
country is so large that regimental transfers 
and changes are costly, and the consequence 
has been that many regiments have remained 
longer iu remote quarters than seemed fair, 
but I have endeavored to make regimental 
changes as fast as possible, consistent with 
the annual appropriations.

th a t fam iliarity w hich breeds contem pt. 
The period is not favorable to experim ents 
of th is nature, moreover. 
Religion has 
never had so m uch apathy and even open 
h o stility to contend against, and it cannot 
afford to briug its sacred arcana into the 
vulgar glare of a theatrical spectacle. 
I t 
is quite impossible to keep up illusions un­ 
d er such circum stances. 
W e know w hat 
affects tho “ Passion P la y " produced in 
San Francisco. 
The press endeavored to 
deal seriously w ith it, b u t when men m et 
on the street and talked about it th e im ­ 
pression was seen to have been of a kind 
to bring the whole subject into ridicule. 
If, then, th e churches of N ew Y ork under­ 
stand th eir own interests, as they appear 
to do, they will oppose th e production of 
the “ Passion P la y " w ith all th eir ener­ 
gies, and it is to be presum ed th a t if they 
combine for th is purpose they can compass 
its w ithdraw al.

BEECHER ON THS FORGERY. 


The Pastor of Plym outh C hurch has 
m ade th e M orey forgery th e subject of a 
serm on or discourse, and certainly he has 
succeeded iu holding th e perpetrators of 
th a t outrage up to th e scorn and d etesta­ 
tion of self-respecting men. 
W e confess 
th a t we should like to see th e exam ple of 
M r. 
Beecher 
followed 
quite 
generally 
by the 
m inisters of 
th e country, 
for 
it seems to us th a t th e occasion is one in 
which all who by reason of th eir profession 
stand avowedly for uprightness and tru th 
and charity and all C hristian virtues, are 
in a measure bound to come forw ard and 
vindicate th e cause th ey represent— the 
cause, th a t is to say, of N ational M orality 
—against th e injurious aspersions cast upon 
it during the late political campaign. 
And 
th is is a case in which it seems possible for 
th e Churches to do a real good to public 
morals. I t is not a question of supernatural 
religion, conceruing which so m any and 
diverse views are held, b ut it is a question 
of th e m oral law s w hich enter into the 
daily life of the people, and upon the dis­ 
sem ination of ju st views concerning which 
so m uch depends. 
M r. Beecher appears to 
us to have regarded th e Bubject w ith char­ 
acteristic breadth, and we tru st th a t he 
w ill no t be the only preacher to m ake a 
practical and obviously useful application 
of this pregnant text. 


CHIlE AND 
PERU. 


T he long and dreary struggle between 
these peoples becomes more lawless and 
fierce continually. 
The Chileans are now 
deliberately and systcm etically ravaging 
Peru, putting the inhabitants to ransom, 
butchering the helpless, destroying every­ 
thing as they proceed, and si owing them­ 
selves tobe merely thinly-veneered savages, 
entitled to no regard as civilized beings. 
The people of Peru on their part appear 
determined to resist to the uttermost, and 
the presumption is that unless some of the 
powers interfere Peru will soon be not only 
ruinod but depopulated.

morality, 
and so it is allowed to go on, and will con­

I t has long been custom ary to regard po­ 
litical cam paigns as a kind of Saturnalia, 
during w hich th e moral law s w hich are 
supposed to govern civilized Eociety are 
suspended. 
T he peculiarity of this view is 
th a t it supposes a capability on th e p a rt of 
the people of throw ing off th e dem oralizing 
influences of the cam paign as soon as it is 
ended, and of returning to decency and 
probity forthw ith. 
A nd th u s the corrupt­ 
ing agencies of faction have come to be 
looked upon as necessary evils, w hich how ­ 
ever startlin g th ey m ay seem do not really 
affect th e national character, h u t are only 
superficial phenom ena, indicative of no 
chronic com plaint. 
T here is how ever no 
justification for this view. 
T he evil in ­ 
fluences of faction react upon national 
character w ith precisely th e sam e force 
and effect as though politics had nothing to 
do w ith them . 
The em ploym ent of m en­ 
dacity, fraud, m isrepresentation, slander, 
calum ny, forgery, produce effects w hich 
cannot be brushed aw ay w ith th e du st of 
the campaign. 
To fam iliarize a nation 
w ith these vile instrum entalities, to teach 
it th a t 
the 
road 
to 
honorable 
posi­ 
tions lies through so pestilential a swamp, 
is 
to underm ine th e 
m oral 
sense 
of 
the 
people, 
and 
to 
lead 
them 
into 
a friendly intim acy w ith th e w orst im m o­ 
ralities. 
The m an who allows him self to 
be seduced by the spirit of faction is cer­ 
tain to lose character and m oral standing. 
The first step in thi3 degrading process is 
the setting of party above country. 
The 
next step is th e subordination of every­ 
thing to success. 
T he th ird step consists 
in adopting bad m eans for th e sake of the 
end. 
The m an w ho has once persuaded 
himself th a t p a rty success is m ore im port­ 
an t th an anything else is in the direct road 
to all these successive declines. 
lie will 
soon become convinced th a t calum ny and 
falsehood are justifiable if th ey m ake votes 
for his side. 
From th a t position he easily 
advances to condonation of fraud. 
W hen 
he hears of ballot-box stuffing or other 
political sw indling he is only moved to in­ 
dignation if the w rong has been com m itted 
against his own party. 
W hen th e cam­ 
paign is over those who have abandoned 
them selves to p arty passion m ay th in k it 
possible to regain th eir form er m oral status, 
b u t in reality it has become impossible 
for them to do so. 
They have insensibly 
acquired 
a 
new 
w ay 
of 
looking 
at 
all things. 
They have lost th eir moral 
sensitiveness. 
Conscience no longer pricks 
them when tem ptation presents itself. 
I t 
is from such men th a t th e rogues in office 
come. 
They have served an apprentice»- 


ship of corruption in th e p arty ranks, and 
when presently they are rew arded by an 
office 
they are already educated to the 
point of embezzlement. 
No notion can he 
more fallacious th an th a t w hich supposes 
political im m orality to be com paratively 
harm less. 
W hen, out of politics, a m an’s 
friends see th a t he is beginning to drink, 
to gamble, to frequent bad company', they 
instantly reach the right conclusion, nam e­ 
ly, th a t he is in danger of ruin. 
B u t w ith 
politics it seein3 to be the rule th a t all signs 
fail. 
U nder th e icgis of p arty exigency 
men are allow ed to do things w hich if 
done under any other conditions would de­ 
stroy th e ir reputations, 
and y et it is 
th ought possible for them to emerge u n ­ 
scathed and unspotted. 


T his is an irrational hypothesis. 
T h at 
which is false, th a t w hich is vile, th at 
w hich is dishonest, vs ill produce, a t all 
tim es and under all circum stances, the 
natural consequences of falsehood, knavery 
and dishonesty. 
The man who habituates 
himself to regard calum ny w ith approval, 
to smile a t fraud, to condone theft, in con­ 
nection w ith politics, is not far from the 
samo toleration in regard 
to the same 
abuses everyw here. 
H e who has learned 
to lie about his neighbor who is a candi­ 
date, will very soon learn to lie about his 


neighbor who is not a candidate. 
H e who 
lias learned to practice fraud in politics 
will not lie L n g before he has learned to 
practice it out of politics. T raducers, liars, 
sw indlers, are so in th e end alw ays, how ­ 
ever partial and lim ited m ay have been 
th eir 
experience 
when 
th ey 
began. 
W hen, therefore, campaigns are m ade to 
educate men in these views, it m ust be 
understood th a t th ey are n ot m erely ed ­ 
ucated to vice in politics, b u t th a t they 
are being tak en definitively out of the 
category of good citizens, and p u t defini­ 
tively into the category of bad citizens. 
This m ay appear to be a hard saying, but 
it is a true one. 
The only w ay to m ain­ 
tain a high national standard of m orals is 
to m ake one standard serve for all actions. 
W e cannot have a D evil’s education in 
politics, and a service of God in all other 
relations of life. 
W e cannot train our 
children in slander and falsehood every 
four years, or every tw o years, and then 
expect to bring them up truth-loving and 
self-respecting men and women. 
W e can­ 
not condone all these abuses and wrongs 
on th e pretense th a t th ey are com m itted 
in 
th e 
heat 
of 
p arty 
passion, 
and 
refuse to condone sim ilar offenses w hen 
they are com m itted from other motives. 
W e m ust set up a national standard of 
m orality, and cling to it, or we shall find 
to our dism ay and confusion th a t a national 
standard of im m orality has set itself up, 
and th a t we are all vieing w ith one another 
in retrogression instead of in advance. 
I t appears to ns th a t th is is one of th e most 
solemn lessons to be learned from th e late 
Presidential election, and th a t it cannot be 
too earnestly im pressed npon th e public 
m ind. Politics are as much a p art of national 
life as anything is, and the m oral influences 
which control them 
will eventually be 
those w hich govern us in our outgoings and 
incomings, from the greatest m atters even 
unto the least. 


MOODY AND 
SANKEY IN SAN FRAN­ 
CISCO. 


There is no reason w hy Moody and 
Sankey Ehruld not produce in San Fran­ 
cisco the effects which usually attend their 
services. 
Sweet 
music 
and unconven­ 
tional eloquence will always be welcome, 
without much regard to the message they 
embody, and wherever the emotions of 
crowds are deeply' stirred there will be 
seen the phenomena of ostensible conver­ 
sion. 
We are not at all sure that these 
effects are not salutary, even though they 
be 
evanescent. 
It must 
certainly be 
wholesome discipline for a great many 
minds to compel them to think about the 
remoter meanings and possibilities of life. 
Ultra-materialism has always been the 
most deadening tendency in the world, 
and the most prevalent also. 
The great 
majority of men are absorbed in the sordid 
cares of 
existence to such an 
extent 
that whether they have immortal souls, 
and whether there is to be a future beyond 
the 
grave, 
and what is 
to 
be 
their 
status theie, are considerations which never 
occur to them. 
They are not skeptics or 
infidels, for they have never made any 
attempt to 
investigate these 
subjects. 
They are simply ignorant and indifferent, 
paralyzed intellectually by a vague notion 
that all such topics are outside of “ busi­ 


ness," th a t there is “ nothing in th em ,” 
and th a t th ey m ay very well be left to the 
women. 
A n intelligent skepticism is a 
very different state of m ind from th a t of 
th e m ajority of m en. 
The skeptic of 
course does no t believe th a t M oody and 
Sankey have any message to deliver, bu t 
how ever th a t m ay be, th ey have in stru ­ 
m entalities w hich are capable of shaking 
loose th e stolid apathetic stu pidity of 
m ost earth-grubbers, and such a shaking 
cannot 
b u t 
be 
productive 
of 
in tel­ 
lectual benefit. 
The effects of modern 
revivalism , 
or 
evangelicalism 
as 
M r. 
M oody prefers to call it, have, so far as 
can be ascertained, n ot been more perm a­ 
n ent th an should have been expected. The 
very potency of the shock w hich such 
agents adm inister insures its rapid disap­ 
pearance. 
T he w orld can stand a good 
deal of religious electricity w ithout being 
perm anently affected. 
I t runs to M oody 
and Sankey for th e sensation they give, 
and 
having 
experienced 
th e 
sensa­ 
tion it retu rn s to its old 
habits and 
courses. 
N ot, as we 
have intim ated, 
altogether 
w ithout 
advantage, 
bu t 
it 
is 
to 
be 
feared 
w ithout 
an 
ab id ­ 
ing 
advantage. 
Skepticism or 
ration­ 
alism has m ade very great advances of 
late years, but th e im pression produced 
upon th e masses of civilized m en is after 
all inconsiderable. 
T here rem ain scores of 
millions who are n ot m atured enough to 
receive pure tru th , b u t who can only grasp 
enough 
of 
it to 
base 
m isconceptions 
upon. 
For snch as these th e vivifying 
influence 
of 
Superstition 
will 
long 
continue to be necessary, and it could be 
wished 
th a t th ey 
w ere 
among 
the 
num ber likely' to be influenced by our 
evangelists. 
U nfortunately 
those 
who 
m ost need such m inistrations as they give 
are precisely those who are least likely to 
be draw n to th eir services. 
T here is a 
half-opened intelligence w hich is strong 
enough to p art w ith Superstition w ithout 
surrendering its hold upon m oral law. 
T here is a cruder m ental condition on 
w hich th e effect of skepticism is to w reck 
the whole m oral conceptions, and so to 
pave th e w ay for evil dispositions. I t is this 
last grade w hich needs 
evangelizing or 
hum anizing th e m ost, y et w hich is least 
inclined to experim ent in even th e meat 
ten tativ e retu rn s to its original position. 
If th is grade could be reached a great deal 
of good m ight result from th e present 
m ovem ent iu San Francisco. 
As it is, the 
m ovem ent can certainly produce no other 
th an wholesome effects, b u t they w ill prob­ 
ably be no t only evanescent b u t circum ­ 
scribed.

The W indsor Hotel at Denver, Col., was 
damaged by fire to the extent of about $10,000 
yesterday. 
A comparative statem ent of the exports 
from New Y ork to foreign ports for ten 
mouths from January 1st shows an increase, 
exclusive of specie, of $53,770,814 over 1S78. 
W ith specie included, the excess is $17,454,­ 
303 and $48,213,243, respectively.

iu the products since a year ago. 
In Texas the weather has been generally favorable, 
and the crop promises an increase of 13 to 20 per 
cent. The principal complaint there is a scarcity of 
labor. 
Frosts are generally reported, hut except in 
a few localities the damage lias been slight. The 
area planted in cotton, as reported to this De- 
paitmcnt list spring, was seven per cent, moro than 
last year. 
Wheat—Returns of November show an increase 
in the wheat crop of the United States of 81,000,000 
bushels sir.ee 1870.

T he S ou th A m erican VTar—C h ilea n O ut­ 
rages an d P eru v ia n P lu c k . 
P anama, November Gth.—A Lim a corre­ 
spondent oi the Star and Herald says ; 
Commander Lynch 
continues his raid 
through the defenseless northern towns anil 
valleys of Peru. 
The damage done is im ­ 
mense. 
The people are panic-stricken. 
All 
able have gone to towns in the Cordillera and 
on the other slope, where it is hardly possible 
th at the Chileans will care to penetrate. 
Blackmail has been extensively levied by 
Commander Lynch, and all who had been 
“ requisitioned ” and not paid up had their 
propeity destroyed. 
The raiders arrived in 
the vicinity of the Mescan plantation, in 
Chicana yalley, owned by Senor Orbogozo, 
Secretary of the Government, three days 
ago, but were ordered on upon receipt of a 
message from the Prefect of the D epart­ 
ment, Señor Saloman, under a flrg of truce, 
in which he proposed to bold a meeting with 
Lynch to discuss matters. 
Lynch demanded 
the paym ent of $150,000, war contribution im­ 
posed by him upon Trujillo and yalley, and 
said upon p-'vment lie would reitubark bis 
troops. The Peruvian Prefect communicated 
with D ictator Pierallo for instructions, and 
inclosed a dispatch from the American Con­ 
sul, V . H . Kauffman, who said : “ I t is_im­ 
portant to oil th at a committee of Peruvians 
should come resolved and p it paved to pay the 
war contribution, which wi ll perfect right 
has been imposed by the Chilean commander 
on the town and valley of Trujillo.” Pier­ 
allo answered, “ W e will pay our ransom 
with lead alone, 
All you have to do is to 
defend yourself at all hazards, anil damage 
the invader as much as possible. 
I t is abso­ 
lutely necessary that tbe same should not 
occur there as in the rest of the North, and 
th at the enemy should pay something for in­ 
vading, 
The dispatch of Coneul Keuffman 
will be sent to the American Legation, in 
order th at it and his Government may appre­ 
ciate, as it d-serves, the term ‘ perfect rig h t’ 
applied to the Chilean depredation*, which 
have no equal in the usages of other nations. ’ 
This dispatch from the Dictator put an end 
to all attem pts at an arrargenunt.

Chileans, resulting in the defeat of the 
latter.

Some artillery, accompanied by a force 
2,000 Btr.mg, had left for Maqueza. 
The Chileans have landed almost 1000 
men on the Sac Lorenzo, and are busily en­ 
gaged .onstrncting batteries. 
They have 
cattle on an island. 
During the two dayB 
they were trans-shipping plunder from the 
north to one transport, which left for the south 
apparently with a fair cargo, it was some sat­ 
isfaction to the Peruvians that they were 
reaping a similar harve-1 in the south of Chile, 
and driving herds, destroying villages and 
killing inhabitants in Angolud. 
A sharp earthquake was experienced here 
and at Callao on the 15th at 9.52 A. M.

shock was vibratory and lasted eighteen sec­ 
onds, commencing with a blight trembling 
and term inatiug with a motion which fright­ 
ened every one into the streets.

Guinean, the well-known landlord of 
the Arcade, has been gaining considerable 
popular notoriety of late a3 an inventor, and 
after his turning out a refrigerator that would 
preserve the unknown Morey, and a filter 
that would clarify the water above the T uba 
dam, his friends about the Arcade were not 
at all astonished the ,pther inorniDg to learn 
that the hotel was surcharged with electricity, 
aud SBcribed it at once to one of Ihom as ex­ 
periments in electrical science. It is true 
that many were inclined to account for the 
phenomenon by declaring that it was wholly 
due to the north wind which had prevailed so 
steadily for a week, for it is well established 
that when the north wind doth blow it sets 
things up edgewise; horses' coats will not 
remain brushed down, nervous people have 
headaches, telegraphic instruments become 
fractious, and i>eople get cross and knotty- 
like—all due to the supposed overcharge of 
the atmosphere with electrical curreuts. So 
when the cook at the Arcade the other morn­ 
ing took up a spoon and stirred the porridge 
on the stove, and got a shock that made him 
see stars, he concluded that there was 
either a heavy north wind 
outside, 
or 
else 
Guinean 
had 
located 
a forty-horse 
power 
battery 
some­ 
where about. He tried it again, and received 
a back-set that he’ll long remember. Atten­ 
tion was called to the matter, and every one 
who touched the stove or range immediately 
concluded that somethiug was jerking his 
nerves out. The story went about like wild­ 
fire, and many visited the building to inves­ 
tigate or satisfy curiosity. Sometimes the 
range wouldn’t “ shock,” and then again it 
would. Guinean looked grave, invited his 
friend) to witness the phenomenon, but said 
little; local scientists looked wise and said 
less; (the superstitious declared it was the 
devil, and the believers in a ferry between here 
and summerland ascribed the disturbances 
to spirits. The manifestations continued 
irregularly, and were most prolonged when 
the north wind blew strongest. Home cf the 
guests averred that they could feel shocks 
when they took up their knives and forks, 
and, aided by a generous faucy, others elicited 
gentle tingles from the door kuobs about the 
house, aud drew sparks—they vowed—from 
the moldings. So they went on, and the 
wonder grew, until the solution came. The 
folks over at the Western Union Telegraph 
Company’s office suddenly knocked all the ro­ 
mance, and mystery, and north wind, out of 
the phenomenon, aud much to Mr. Guinean’s 
relief drove the witches and spirits and light­ 
ning off. 
A “ loop-wire” from the telegraph office, 
connecting with a forty or fifty-cup battery, 
crossed over the roof of the hotel. The wire 
ran within au inch or two of the iron stove­ 
pipe leading upward from the range, and 
when the north wind blew the wire was held 
against the pipe, the current descended and 
charged the range, the dry box on which it 
stood above the floor, that was frequently 
moistened in cleaning, insulating the iron 
effectually. 
When one standing by the 
range touched any metallic article on it, he of 
course received a shock, and had he formed 
a perfect “ ground” connection, as for in­ 
stance, liad he touched a pipe or wire lead­ 
ing to the earth with the other hand, he 
would have been knocked so far out of time 
that only eternity would have found him, 
for there was power enough in the battery to 
kill a book agent, even. As to the electrical 
door-knobs and moldings, imagination and a 
vivid fancy must have supplied the elec­ 
tricity. The best of it is, that Guinean 
now declares he knew wtiat the m atter 
was all the while, and had oceans of fun over 
it, while the telegraphers as warmly insist 
that ths landlord was completely befogged 
aud considered the occurrence the most won­ 
derful thing of the day. 


C ontest for a C h il d.—A case which cre­ 
ated considerable interest and sympathy was 
before Judge Henson yesterday afternoon, in 
which the mother of a child and its adopted 
parents were each seeking the custody of a 
little girl about 9 years of age.

Mr. ar.d Mrs. Bell also came to Cali- 
for: i ., aud have resided iu this city several 
years, and they stite no previous request or 
effort was ever made by Mrs. Marshall to 
procure the child. Some two or thr^p mouths 
■iuce Mrs. Marshall commenced proceedings 
iu the Superior Court at Marysville for a di­ 
vorce from her former husband, as he was 
proven to be still alive, and upon Saturday 
last a divorce was granted to her, and also in 
the chcree wa-i included a clause giving her 
the custody and care of this child, she hav­ 
ing made application for such order. Yester­ 
day Mrs. Marshall and her husband came to 
thii city and called at Mr. Bell’s house, and 
while there took the child without Mrs. 
Bell’s knowledge and left suddenly iu a hack. 
They went to the depot 
to take the 
train 
for Marysville, but were closely 
followed by Mrs. Beil, who took another car­ 
riage 
and made pursuit. The Marshall 
party, seeing they w ire pursued, went over 
to the Yolo side of the river, but returning 
soon after were arrested by officer Carroll 
upon a warrant which Mrs. Bell procured 
from 
the Police Court. City Attorney 
Anderson, as attorney for Mr. and Mrs. Bell, 
then applied for and was granted a writ of 
haheas corpus by Judge Denson for the child, 
and the case came before him at 3 P. M.. C. 
T. Jones appearing for Mr. and Mrs. M ar­ 
shall. The' testimony was very conflicting, 
hut the facts seem to be about as above stated. 
The petitioner ¡offered evidence tending to 
prove that Mrs. Marshall was not a proper 
person to have custody of the child, and iu 
reply the respondent sought to attack the 
standing of the petitioner. The child showed 
great attachment for its adopted mother, and 
did not wish anytiiing to do with Mrs. M ar­ 
shal!. A t the conclusion of the hearing the 
Judge took the case uuder advisement until 
9 o’clock this morning, and awarded the cus­ 
tody of the child to Mr. Bell until that hour. 
Hatcrday N ight’s F ir e.—The origin of the 
fire which consumed the entire etock of fancy 
goods and musical instruments in the estab­ 
lishment of John F. Cooper, Saturday night, 
though not positively known, is generally be­ 
lieved by those who have examined the prem­ 
ises to have brea connected with the stove with 
which the store-room was heated. It w’as at 
first supposed that the tire caught in the un­ 
derground basement beneath the walk, by a 
match or cigarette dropped through the walk, 
from which it communicated to the lower 
story of the building, but Chief Sullivan of 
the Fire Department states that the tire did 
not commence uuder the sidewalk, but upon 
the main floor, at the rear end of the store, 
where the stove stood. The probability is 
that it caught in some manner from the stove, 
as there was still considerable fire in it when 
the building was broken open by the Fire De­ 
partment. The place where the floor was 
burned away near where tho stove stood 
shows that it burned first from the top and 
then fell into the lower room. The building 
being entirely inclosed by iron and wood 
shutters, the flames were keptconcealed within 
aud undiscovered until all the stock and 
the interior of the storerooms were past 
being saved. The stock of instruments aud 
goods, which Mr. Cooper estimates to have 
been worth about. 812,000, would_ soon have 
been much greater, as he has shipments en 
route from the East. The adjusters for the 
insurance companies, consisting of the .Etna, 
Imperial, London, Northern Queen and State 
Investment, in which the st-octc was insureu 
for 89,100, will arrive this morning to adjust 
the loss. A few cabinet orgaus have been 
sold sines the insurance was placed _ upon 
the stock, and the insurance will be 
reduced to that extent. The buildtDg is 
owned by Mrs. A. Steudaman of San l’ran- 
ci-co. upon which there is an insurance of 
31,000 in the Bond >o, Liverpool and Globe 
Company, which will cover all loss. None 
of the adj fining buildings were injured ex­ 
cept the building next on the west, belonging 
to E. G. Ebert, the walls and ceiling of which 
are badly col red with smoke. He holds a 
policy of insurance upon the premises m the 
North German Company, and has applied for 
damages. Had the hi ck where the fire oc­ 
curred been of frame buildings a much more 
destructive fire c idd not have been pre­ 
vented. 
H abeas Corpus Case.—In the case of 
George A. Basler, recently held to answer 
before the Superior Court upon the charge of 
rape, a writ of habeas corpus has been 
granted, returnable to-day before Judge 
Clark. _ The attorney for defendant will 
claim his discharge upon the ground that, 
even if the facts iu the case are as maintained 
by the prosecution, it is not made a crime 
by any statute of the State.

P ropagating B ovine V irus.—Announce­ 
ment is made by Dr. G. M. Dixon, of this 
city, that he has established stables for the 
propagation of pure bovine virus, in which 
he has had previous experience in the man­ 
agement of |the “ Lamartine Farm Vaccine 
Stables” of Wisconsin. The appointmen’s 
necessary f >r the propagation of virus are 
located in h¡3 stables at the rear of his office 
on Eighth street. A platform is hung by 
hinges to the wall. To this, when vaccinat­ 
ing, a young heifer is fastened securely with 
straps, and then the platform is raised to a 
level bv means of pullies. The hair is then 
carefully shaven from the udder and 
escutcheon, and the virus, which was recently 
obtained from the BeaugencyS stock, that 
originated in a genuine case of cow-pox, is 
inserted under this surface in from ten to 
thirty places. In three or four «laya indiea- 
cations of the workings of the virus appear, 
and in about a week the shaven surface is 
studded with mature viseicles full of vaccine 
lymph. W ith this ivory or quill points are 
charged, and these are used in vaccination», 
nr in transporting the lvmph to other parts. 
It would be a m atter of intcre-t to any who 
have not already witnessed the operation, to 
visit the establishment. The heifers do not 
appear to be much affected by the working of 
the cow-pox disease upon them, but some­ 
times refuse to eat much for a day or two, 
but after that do not appear any different 
than usual.
